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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments submitted 10-27-2005 have been considered but are not 
persuasive. 

As per the combination of the Liu, Erreygers, and McGhee references (remarks 
page 1 1), examiner maintains the response given in the Final rejection sent 9-19-2005. 
Examiner contends that one skilled in the art would immediately recognize that providing 
increased system compatibility (such as the scaleable rate of Liu's transceivers and the 
splitters of McGhee 5 s system) as a motivation to combine the teachings of all inventors. 

As per applicant's argument regarding the Liu, Erreygers, and Fisher 
combination, examiner contends that one skilled in the art would recognize basic design 
tradeoffs such as space savings versus component choice when designing a device and 
would consider the space savings of a resistive bridge over inductors as a valid 
motivation to implement a resistive hybrid. 

Examiner further notes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is 
some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 R2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 
F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, examiner considers basic 
design tradeoffs such as space savings versus component choice, and increasing the 
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compatibility of a device with a well known interface (the telephone line), as motivations 
that any design engineer skilled in the telephony art would be aware of.
